EFORE ‘the Gustay Line 
could be assaulted again 
with any hope of success our 
troops had to be rested and re- 
grouped, Most of the Eightn 
Army had to be brought over 
from the Adriatic side and twu 
armies concentrated for the next 
battle, the British Eighth on the 
Cassino front, the American 
Fifth on the lower Gariglianv. 
For this Gen, Alexander needed 
nearly two months. 

This meant that the Mediter- 
ranean could only help the cross~ 
Channel assault in early June by 
fighting south of Rome. The 
United States Chiefs of Staff still 
strove for a subsidiary landing la 
Southern France ["Anvil"], and 
for some weeks there was much 
argument between us about wha: 
orders should be given to Gen. 
Wilson. 

It will be recalled that in my 
talk wih Montgomery at 
Marrakesh on Dec, 31 he sald 
that he must have more in the 
initial punch aeross the Channel. 
On Jan. 6 I telegraphed to the

Gen, Elsenhower was still 
reluctant’ to abandon “Anvil,” 
but he was beginning to doubt 
whether 1° would still be possible 
to withdraw — trafned divisions 
from Italy.

The state has 13,000 iIn- 
habitants living on a hundred 
square miles, with a 15-member 
parliament, the  "“Landtag,” 
elected on a two-party basis, and 
a Government headed by the 
Duchy’s chief tax collector. 

It goes without saying that a 
people who, of. thelr own free 
will, elect a jax collector for 
their Prime Minister, must be a 
conten‘ed nation, and in fact: in= 
come tax in Liechtensteli 
varies between 5d. and Ls. 6d, in 
the Pound, a figure appropriate 
to the fairy-tale atmosphere of 
vhis tiny country, 

The population, Mving, mostly 
on agriculture, with ‘a spridkling 
of new industries, is prosperous, 
and ‘the Bri'ish~born Baroness 
assuré6d me that clothing is con- 
siderably cheaper than in Britain, 
The same goes for ,. vege ables, 
frult and wine.

‘THE ‘term ‘water - foods’ 

originated during World War I, 
in the Quartermaster Depart- 
ment, which purehases all food 
for the armed forces. Waiter- 
foods inelude fish of all kinds, 
salt water, fresh water and 
shellfish, and the meaning could 
well be expanded to include 
vatious seaweeds and mosses 
that grow in salt water, as well 
as water chestnuts, cress and 
other, foods. that may be grown 
in fresh water. it is, of course, 
the unimal water-foods that 
supply protein,’ observed our 
luncheon .host, President of the 
Fisheries Institute. 
- “Agriculturists have estimat- 
ed,” he continued, “that it would 
take the year's crops of 2% 
acres of land to feed each person 
in the world adequately every 
day. This amount cannot be 
produced, for the world's popu- 
lation is constantly increasing, 
while the soil, dhrough eroSion, 
‘is constantly decreasing.

“Most 
athletes train in a leisurely half- 
hearted fashion, maintaining that 
‘oo-severe training is not enjoy- 
able and therefore contrary to 
the true principles of ‘spert’. 


“But they could not be mcre 
wrong. Athletics ‘training, no 
matter how hard and disciplined, 
can afford as much enjoyment 
and be as thrilling as an actual 
compstitive race—if you are a 
true sportsman.

Referring to the speech by 
Mr Anthony Eden, Mr Wier- 
blowsky criticised him for 
failing to mention the complete 
violation of the Potsdam, Cairo 
and Mcscow agreements. 

He declared that the Ameri- 
can disarmament plan providing 
for an inventory of military 
equipment wap designed because 
American Generals were 
wracked with uncertainty, not 
knowing whether the balance 
was fayourable for them or not. 

Repeating the call for a five- 
Power pact, he said: “We believe 
in the possibflity cf co-existence 
and co-operation of countries 
Kiving together under different 
political and economic systems.” 

ln criticising Mr Eden for not 
mentioning the alleged violation 
of the Potsdam, Cairo and Moscow 
pacis, Mr Wierblowsky said “He 
was probably thinking only of the 
treaties imposed on weaker states, 
to maintain which he is perhaps 
prepared to use force.” 

The American plan for dis- 
armament would not bring 
about peace, security and the 
well-being of nations, the Polish 
delegate asserted.
